-bundant syllogistic appointments from the 
ample magazines of Bethany. The Eu- 
ropenn philosopher had gained saltness on 
the Atlantic brine; had heard natural thun- 
der in the tropical isles of Jamaica and 
Cuba; had defied the black vomit of Vera 
Cruz; and had been perched in the em- 
pyrean and meditative heights of the city 
of Montezuma. ‘Treasuring materials of 
power, as he thus traversed both hemis- 
pheres, he came upwards on us from the 
west.
